Young Sewell is the son of Rev. and

ther is a Methodist minister, connected 
mvith the North Georgia conference of 
his church.

Jector for Branham’s market, 6 North 
Broad street, and also for the cham- 
ber of commerce. 

Was Near Diving Toewr. 

W. R. Echols, of 75 Orme street, was 
found to be-the man who went into 
the lake with the lad. Echors declared 
that he and the had entered the 
lake at 2:30 o'clack the afternoon 
and that he had last seen him 
o'clock, swimming near the first div- 
ing tower. 

James Peavy, an employee of the 
Branham market, stated that young 
Sewell was a poor swimmer and that 
he could not imagine what he was 
doing that far out in the lake.

Opposes New Committee. 

The speaker is believed to look with 
little favor upon the proposition to cre- 
ate a special new county committee. 
The reason is that he feels that it 
would be practically impossible to se- 
lect a second jury from his panel. If

This attitude of the gpeaker may 
throw a damper on those who are urg- 
the house to add this new stand- 
ing committee. Another point that is 
urged against the creation of such a 
committee is that it- would be entirely 
without effect, unless the senate could 
be induced to make place for a similar 
committee, as the public hearings on 
new counties are generally before the 
committees of both house and senate 
assembled jointly for the purpose.

COMMITTEE SLATES 
MAKE BUSY SUNDAY 


Anderson and Burwell Un- 
settled Yet as to Many As- 


signments — Forecast _ of 


Chairmen. 


For the greater part of the day Sun- 
President Randolph Anderson, of 
senate, and Speaker Burwell, of 
the house, were busily engaged in mak- 
ing up their standing committees. Both 
have found the job a more difficult one 
than anticipated, owing to the compe- 
tition for chairmanskjps and places on 
most important committees. 

Speaker Burwell said Sunday that he 
had not made his mind as yet on 
more than three or four chairmanships, 
but he hopes have his committees 
completed by Tuesday. 

President Anderson finds that he will 
to announce his senate 
committees Monday, as he thought to 
do, but will probably defer making 
nublic his selections until the house 
committees have been announced. 

There are several house committee 
chairmanships, however, besides ways 
and means, appropriations and rules 
and means, appropriations and rules, 
which have already been announced in 
The Constitution, on which it is be- 
lieved that the speaker has about made 
up his mind. 

House Chairmanships. 

Representative Shelby Myrick, of 
Chatham, is slated for the chairman- 
ship of the cammittee on constitutional 
amendments. This is not absolutely 
settled as yet, as the speaker is Known 
to two other men under consid- 
eration. but Mr. Myrick is the best bet 
important committee. 

There are two general judiciary com- 
mittees, Nos. 1 and vor the chair- 
manships of these committees there are 
on the slate. They are 
of Muscogee; O. T. 
Samuel L. Olive, of 
Richmond. and . Minter ‘Wimberly, of 
Ribb. It is safe to say that two of 
these men will be selected for the gen- 
eral judiciary chairmanships, but just 
which two is yet uncertain. 

Wisdom for Special “Judi.” 

It is. practically settled that Louts 
E. Wisdom, of Forsyth, will be chair- 
man of the house special judiciary com- 
mittee. Mr. Wisdom is. one of the 
youngest men of the house and it is, 
indeed, a high honor that is being paid 
him by the speaker in awarding him 
this committee, if he gets it, as is most 
likely. But while he is a young man 
and serving his first term in the house, 
Mr. Wisdom has shown himself apt to 
to learn and willing to work, two qual- 
ities that go far in the.making of a 
successful legislator.

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LOBBY PROBE DIRECTED 
AT THE FARMERS’ UNION 


Bowen to Be Called to Testify 
in Regard to the Union 
and Free Sugar.

Washington, June 29.—(Spectial.)— 
What connection, if any, the Farmers’ 
union had with the fight to defeat free 
sugar, will be investigated by the 
“lobby” committee when it resumes its 
sessions on July 8. P. D. Bowen will 
be called to testify as to whether the 
Farmers’ union was guilty of lobbying. 

Following a meeting in New Orleans 
several weeks ago of men supposed to 
represent the Farmers’ union organiza- 
tions in Mississippi and Louisiana, let- 
ters and telegrams were sent broadcast 
to southern senators and represent- 
atives in congress calling upon them 
to oppose free sugar and to bolt the 
democratic caucus if it proposed to 
bind the mto the contrary. 

Some of these messages contained 
threats of political opposition in the 
event the recipient failed to tomply. 
Senator John Sharp Williams, of Mis- 
sissippi, received one such message. It 
was sent from New Orleans, and signed 
by a@ man named “Carter” as head of 
a farmer union local in Mississsippl. 
Senator Williams replied that he re- 
sented the tone of the message. He 
added: “I have been in the democratic 
party too,long to bolt a caucus if the 
majority decides against me.” 

The party addressed answered Sena- 
tor Williams saying that he had never 
signed any such communication, and 
asked that the original be sent him, 
but Mr. Williams had destroyed the 
original. 

Mr. Bowen will be called on to state 
whether the men who sent che mes- 
sages actually represented the wishes 
of their local organizations, and 
whether they resorted to any unfair

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VETERANS TROOP 
10 GETTYSBURG 


Blue and Gray Join in Ob- 
serving Semi-Centennial of 
the Great Battle — Maine 
Veteran Dies on Field.

yettvysburg, Pa., June 29. —Gettvs- 


burg stepped fifty years backward to- 
day into the halo of history and looked 
again upon an army of blue and an 
army of gray, meeting at her door- 
step to join in the semi-centennial cel- 
ebration of the greatest battle of the 
war between the states and to show 
the world that scars are not so deep 
as the feeling of American brother- 
hood. 

All day veterans In blue and gray 
trooped into the little town which has 
slept as peacefully afnong its hills 
since Lee and Meade turned their le- 
gions southward long ago. More 
than thirty special trains came into 
the village during the day. 

From the station of the two rail- 
réads that come into the village it is 
a good long mile to the camp of 5,000 
tents where the veterans are housed. 
Thousands shouldered their suitcases 
and walked. The sun was scorching 
hot and many succumbed before they 
found There was no com-

their tents. 
plaining, however. 
For Comfort of Veterans, 

Every possible arrangement for the 
comfort of the united armies has been 
made. 

The camp itself lies on ground that 
has been baked as hard as brick and 
dried into dust by the winds. The tents 
fall westward with the slope of the 
ground from the Emmettsburg road 
to the point on Seminary Ridge where 
the immortal charge of Pickett started 
on the third day of the fight. They 
cover the “peach orchard” and the 
‘wheat field,””’ where thousands of men 
were lost, and part of the ground over 
which Pickett charged, but they do 
not reach to the “bloody angle” or 
to the base of Cemetery Ridge. 

The formal exercises will be held in 
a big tent near the Emmettsbure road, 
but they will last only two hours each 
day, and the rest of the time the vet- 
erans will spend as they please. 

Thousands of Sightseers. 

In the village itself thousands of 
sightseers are quareted and thou- 
sands more made the trip in every 
conceivable style of conveyance. Every 
barn is a garage. Every room that is 
available was taken davs ago. 

The news that President Wilson is 
coming to make a speech July 4 caused 
a stir today. 

J. M. Schoonmaker, chairman of the 
Gettysburg commission, today § tele- 
graphed to the president, informing 
him that the commission would like 
for him to get to Gettysburg at I11 
o'clock, July 4. The president will 
stav here about two hours.

CUFFRAGETTE PLOT 
TO SEIZE CABINET 
FOILED BY POLICE 


Miss Sylvia Pankhurst Leads 
Mob of Women to Down- 
ing Street to Capture the 
British Ministers.

Greedy Cowards. 


London, June 29.—Miss Sylvia Pank- 
hurst, daughter of Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, the suffragette leader, led 
an attacking party to Downing street 
this afternoon for the purpose of im- 
prisoning the cabinet ministers. The 
expedition was unsuccessful. The at- 
tempt to capture Downing street fail- 
ed, but the victory of the police was 
not won without a series of fierce 
scrimmages, in which both policemen 
and women were injured. 

Miss Parkhurst appeared at a dem- 
onstration in Trafalgar square in fa- 
vor of free speech. She denounced the 
Right Hon. Reginald» McKenna, the 
home secretary, for “killing my moth- 
er.” Then ehe invited the crowd to 
go to Downing street and “imprison the 
ministers in their own housés.” / 

At the head of a large body of sym- 
pathizers, many of whom were dock 
workers, she marched down Whitehall, 
with the flag of the Women’s Social 
and Political union surmounted by a 
liberty cap. 

Women Roughly Handled. 

The police, however, had been ap- 
prised of the intentions of the demon- 
strators and had thrown a strong cor- 
don around Dewning street. The dock- 
ers tried to break through, and some 
of the women went to their aid, but 
were severeiy handled. In the fighting 
women were thrown to the ground 
and the dockers were clubbed. Many 
were arrested. Finally mounted police 
dispersed the crowd. 

The incident which led to the out- 
break was Miss Pankhurst’s objection 
to a resolution put to the meeting be- 
cause it contained no direct reference 
to votes for women. 

“The men on this platform,” she said, 
“have refused to put the question of 
women’s vote in the resolution. That 
4ust shows you what democrats they 
are.” 

Just Greedy Cowards. 

Then, pointing toward 
street, she continued: 

“The ministers are just a handful of 
greedy cowards. They don't all go for 
week-ends, and we could imprison 
them in their own houses even this 
afternoon if we went down there. 
What are you going to do?” 

Cheers greeted this speech, 
there. was a general movement’ toward 
getting into line. Between 1,000 and 
2000 persons followed Miss Pank- 
hurst’s banner, singing the ‘Marselil- 
laise. Having started the attack, the 
suffragette leader left the active di- 
rections to her supporters. The police 
hastily gathered reinforcements and 
cordoned both ends of Downing street. 

Trophies Taken From Women. 

Finding they were unable to enter 
Downing street from Whitehall, a large 
contingent proceeded through St. 
James park, with the intention of forc- 
ing their way to the ministerial resi- 
dences through the park entrance to 
the street. This maneuver was suc- 
cessfully resisted. The police seized

Washington, June 29.—Further sene- 
sations in the senate’s lobby investi- 
gation were foreshadowed today, when 
it became known that a subpoena had 
been served upon Martin M. Mulhall, 
of Baltimore, reported to have been for 
many years the active “field agent” 
and lobbyist of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. ; 

The subpoena was ordered by Chatr 
man Overman, of the lobby committee, 
after representations had been made 
to him that Mr. Mulhall was willing 
and able to give the committee impor- 
tant facts regarding attempts to in- 
fluence legislation, to elect or defeat 
candidates for congress and to con- 
trol the make-up of committees of con- 
gress. A sergeant-at-arms of the sen- 
ate served the subpoena upon Mr. Mul- 
hall late last night in Washington. 
Bristies With Names of Congressmen. 

The nature and extent of the dis- 
closures that are expected were out- 
lined in an article published today, un- 
der the sworn signature of Mr. Mul- 
hall, in The New York World and The 
aseeh Tribune. 


ports to be Mr. Mulhall’s personal his- 
tory as the representative from 1903 
to 1912 of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, and bristles with the 
names of congressmen whom he al- 
leges were “subservient” or who were 
punished for their opposition to legis- 
lation favored by the association. 
Allegations that he had helped to 
defeat congressmen who opposed the 
interests of manufacturers; that his or- 


ganization had spent thousands of dol-

The facts alleged in the striking 
story of legislative lobbying and polit- 
ical campaigning were not lald before 
Chairman Overman prior to their pub- 
lication.

The writer said he had 
spent over $200,000 in his lobbying 
work; that he had conducted state and 
congressional campaigns; helped to 
break up labor unions, and had pere 
sonal knowledge of the extent to which 
influence exerted by his associates had 
swayed legislators and legislation.

of the world will gather at The Hague 
next Tuesday to continue the interna- 
tional conference which adjourned in 
that capita] January 23, 1912. 

The purpose of the present gathering 
is to ascertain whether a sufficient 


number of powers wil] join in ratify- 


ing the international convention look- 
ing to the suppression of the opium 
traffic, drafted by that conference, to 
insure its successful operation. 

Opium has long been a cause of sert- 
ous international conflict, China and 
Great Britain having gone to war on 
the subject in 1840, when the “opium 
war” finally resulted in the cession of 
Hongkong to Great Britain. The re- 
cent movement for the suppression of 
the trade in habit-forming drugs is 
American tn origin. Beginning in 


It proved to be | 1996, a systematic effort to secure this 


result by international action the state 
department succeeded tn the creation 
of the international commission which 
met in Shanghai tn 1909 and paved 
the way for the more official gathering 
of delegates at The Hague itn Decem- 
ber, 1911. This conference, after two 
months’ hard work, agreed upon the 
form of a general convention, which, 
broadly speaking, was calculated to 
put an end to tInternationa] dealing in 
harmful drugs. 
Twelve Powers in Agreement. 

There were twelve powers party to 
this agreement — America, China, 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, the Netherlands, Portugal, Rus- 
sia, Siam and Persia. 

[It was pointed out that It would be 
useless for these countries, the largest 
producers and users to agree to radical 
measures for the international control 
of habit drugs, so long as it was open 
to the citizens of states not represented 
at the conference to continue Or take 
up the production and traffic. There- 
fore, the congress adjourned January 
1912, with the understanding that 
the thirty-four governments of Europe 
and America which had not partici- 
pated should be invited to join in the 
ratification of the convention. If this 
could not be accomplished by Decem- 
ber 31, 1912, another conference was 
to follow at The Hague, to provide for 
the ratification of the convention. This 
date was subsequently postponed until 
Julv 1, 191¢. 

In the meantime the government of 
the Netherlands and the United States 
rovernment have been earnestly ad- 
dressing themselves to the task of se- 
curing the adherence of the outside 
powers with such success that but two 
—Turkey and Peru—are now holding 
out. As Turkish opium is of the high- 
est grade and used altogether for me- 
dicinal purposes, it is practically cer- 
tain that Turkey will adhere to the 
it can be shown that 
this industry would not be inured by 
the treaty. Peru has been reluctant 
to join because of the serious loss that 
would result from the destruction of 
her profitable trade in cocoa, from 
which cocaine is extracted. 

Ultimate Approval Certain. 

No doubt is entertained at the state 
department of the ultimate approval 
of the convention, though it is admitted 
that some effort may be tried to amend 
it in certain respects. The next step 
then will be for the various govern- 
ments to deposit at The Hague formal 
ratifications. 

The American delegates are Lloyd 
Prvcee, American minister to the Neth- 
erlands; Dr.. Hamilton Wright, who 
has been in charge of the negotiations 
for the state department for a number 
of years, and Dr. Gerritt J. Kollen, of 
Michigan, president emeritus of Hope 
college. Gerald Seldomridge, of the 
state department, is acting as secre- 
tary. The American delegation has 
been greatly embarrassed in its pres- 
entation of the failure of 
congress to heed repeated executive 
appeals for the enactment of legisla- 
tion to put the United tSates ona foot- 
ing with other nations in the internal 
regulation of the opium traffic. 

Last week however, the house passed 
a bill. introduced by Representative 
Harrison, of New York, to impose a 
prohibitive internal revenue tax on the 
manufacture in this country of smok- 
ing opium, a measure made necessary 
by the threatening development of that 
industry on the Pacific coast, where 
poppies grow luxuriantly. The state 
department hopes to se the measure 
passed by the senate and become a law 
immediately, for the moral effect of 
the action upon The Hague conference.

With Years 


In Songs of Southern Negro 


By Prof. J. W. Work, Nashville, Tenn. 

Interest in the songs of the southern 
negro deepens as the years go by. This 
interest springs from certain sources 
of strength inherent in these 
which gives birth to the hope and ex- 
pectation that this music born in the 
hearts of slaves will some day be the 
foundation and spirit of a new music 
which will make an unusual impres- 
sion upon the world. 

The southern white man has always 
understood, appreciated and enjoyed 
the music.of the southern negro. In 
fact, it is probably due to him that 
the plantation melodies are enjoying 
so vigofous a life today. He has 
shown such love for and enjoyment 
of them that the negro himself, even 
against his own desires and inclina- 
tions, has sung them to please his 
white friends. In this way they have 
been kept alive until a class of ne- 
groes came along, recognized thelr 
worth and beauty and began to study 
and develop them. 

/-Sometimes we hear the remark “that 
these old songs are dying out” No, 
have 
been born to a. new life. This in- 
terest of the southern white man in 
this music is natural and strong be- 
cause it recalls to his mind some of 
the dearest associations of his life; 
some of the happiest associations of 
his life have centered about this sim- 
ple heart-music, Rev. A, C. Dixon, 
formerly of this country, now the pas- 
tor of Spurgeon’s Tabernacle in Lon- 
don, once made the remark that his 
conversion to Christianity was due to 
the influence of these songs. 

Interest from a purely musical 
standpoint has been lately aroused by 
the pronouncement of Dvorak thatthe 
songs of the southern plantations 
were the only original American 
music. Other noted authorities have 
agreed with him and several of them 
have used these melodies and prin- 
ciples of this music in building pre- 
tentious compositions. The best 


songs 


known of these is “The New World 
Symphouy” by Dvorak. 

These composers find in these songs 
the fullest expression of southern life 
along with certain melodies and prin- 
ciples which are beautiful and strik- 
ingly original. One original feature 
is the scale. The negro used one of 
his own, which contains six notes, and 
the most striking of these notes is the 
flat seven, which to him is natural 
and not accidental Another feature 
is that some of his most effective 
melodies are composed of as few as 
three notes. The most potent charac- 
teristic is rythm, which is as nearly 
perfect as human mind could pro- 
duce and has itmpressed itself more 
deeply upon American music in gen- 


eral than most of us would be willing — 


to believe. 

The gospel hymns, march 
especially of Sousa, are made effective 
largely by the rythm of negro folk 
s0ngs employed in them. Take away 
this rythm from rag-time and it will 
die a sudden and just death. From 
the negro’s viewpoint other sources of 
interest, in addition to those which 
have been noted, are Phat all this 
music is based upon the Bible: all the 
songs can be traced back to some 
verse or expression in the Bible or to 
some religious experience. These 
songs were the prayers, petitions and 
shouts of triumph of our fathers. They 
were the means of communication 
with God, in whom they had ever in- 
creasing faith.

Pastor Prays That Legislature

Dr. Dunbar Ogden, pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, last night 
delivered a strong address on the con- 
vict camps of Georgia, urging the leg- 
islature to make changes in the sys- 
tem. 

He serevely citicised the present sys- 
tem of handling the convicts in this 
State, basing his main argument for 
improved conditions on Christ's doc- 
trine of the personal responsibility of 
every man toward his neighbor. 

“In as much as ye have done it unto 
the least of these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” These words 
from the lips of Christ were quoted by 
Dr. Ogden as expressing man’s duty to 
all around him. He said that the ob- 
ject of lawmakers should be to make 
better men out of the convicts, so 
that the state would be benefited when 
they stepped forth from the prisons. 
Dr. Ogden specified the following ways 
in which the present system could be 
improved. .

Wants Early Action. 

‘Te shall be my object to have the 
general appropriations bill reported to 
the house this year within a week 
after the appointment of the commit- 
tee,” said Speaker Burwell, in discuss- 
ing the matter.

INFANT MORTALITY 


A Bulletin Issued by the Georgia State 
Board of Health 


The terrible responsibility of parents who 
are suffering from some constitutional dis- 
ease and yet dare to bring children into 
the world is strikingly set forth in a state- 
ment just issued by the Georgia state board 
of health, explaining in plain words the in- 
fluence of heredity on infant mortality. 

People who refuse to face these facts, 
Says the board of health, are deliberately 
laying both themselves and their offspring 
open to untold misery and suffering. Parents 
afflicted with tuberculosis, heart disease, 
Syphilis, kidney disease, epilepsy or other 
serious constitutional diseases, cannot ex- 
pect to produce a child with normal resist- 
ance to disease and unfavorable environ- 
ment any more than a diseased plant can 
be expected to produce a perfect flower. 

Of all hereditary diseases, syphilis is un- 
doubtedly the one which works the greatest 
havoc. The child may never come into the 
world alive at all, or if it does, it may be 
hopelessly afflicted. Rickets, monsters, 
blindness, hydrocephalus, insanity are only 
a few of the evils that may result. 

A healthy, normal child can be produced 
only by healthy normal parents. Even then 
it is extremely necessary that prior to the 
birth of the infant the mother be freed as 
much as possible from worries and cares, 
that her surroundings be sanitary and cheer- 
ful, and that her diet, exercise and clothing 
be properly regulated. 

Importance of Proper Feedihz. 

But even after the healthy child has 
opened its little eyes to the sunshine, the 
responsibility of the parents is equally great. 
No hothouse plant is more susceptible to 
unfavorable influences than a new-born 
child. Proper food, fresh air, bathing and 
proper clothing are the chief essentials. 

Improper feeding is the greatest single 
cause of infant mortality. For information 
concerning the proper feeding of infants, 
the Georgia state board o€ health has issued 
a circular, No. 12, entitled ¥YKeep Baby Well 
During the Summer,” which may be had for 
the asking. 

Above all, says the board of health, do 
not get the erroneous idea that there are 
some diseases of childhood which the child 
is bound to have, and which are so trivial 
that the sooner they are over with the bet- 
ter. This is altogether wrong. Practically 
all the diseases of childhood can lead to 
serious complications and permanent weak- 
ness or death. Children should never be 
exposed to contagious ailments, if it can 
possibly be avoided, and those suffering from 
measles, scarlet fever, chickenpox, whooping 
cough, mumps, diphtheria, ete, should be 
isolated, quarantined and attended by a com- 
petent physician. 

Sanitary Precautions. 

A light, airy upstairs room is preferable 
If possible, the bed should be an iron one. 
The single, firm mattress should be entirely 
covered with a rubber sheet or oilcloth, and 
on top of this the sheets, blankets and coun- 
terpane should be spread. Quilts should not 
be used. The pillow should also have a rub- 
ber or oilcloth covering under the slip. Car- 
pets, pictures and all unnecessary furniture 
should be removed. All clothing that g£0es 
frém the room should be soaked in a dis- 
infecting solution before it is sent out to 
be washed. Your physician will tell you 
how. All other sanitary precautions should 
be taken, such as separate dishes for the 
use of the patient. All discharges must be 
thoroughly disinfected before they are taken 
from the room. The nurse 
should be the only persons allowed in the 
room, and they should cover their clothing 
and hair with washable cap and gown. Hands 
should be washed and disinfected. 

When the child recovers it should be 
bathed, disinfected, wrapped in a sheet wet 
with disinfecting solution and carried into 
an adjoining room to be dressed. In event 
of death, the body should be disinfected 
sealed in a coffin and given private burial 
as soon as possible. 

*he room should be sealed up, with paper 
pasted over fireplace, cracks, keyhole. ete 
Hang up bedclothes; open drawers. Place 
tub containing Water in center of room. 
Place pan in water. In pan put ecrystajs of 
potassium permanganate and over this 
quickly pour formaldehyde out of larger 
mouthed vessel. Leave room immediately. 
Keep it locked and sealed up 12 to 24 hours. 

Against such diseases as smallpox, diph- 
theria, lockjaw, meningitis, typhoid fever 
and hydrophobia the state board of health 
furnishes free of cost a vaccine or serum 
for their prevention, and the board strongly 
advises thelr use where circumstances indi- 
cate the need.

“PAY TEACHERS PROMPTLY 
AND PAY THEM ENOUGH" 


—Dr. J. S. Stewart 


“Nothing The Constitution has under- 
taken in recent years is so valuable a public 
service as its campaign for prompt payment 
of school teachers.” Such is the verdict of 
Dr. Joseph S. Stewart, in charge of secondary 
education at the University of Georgia, real- 
ly the father of local taxation for educa- 
tional purposes in Georgia and a visitor to 
Atlanta yesterday. Dr. Stewart is heartily 
in favor of constitutional amendments that 
will levy a small additional tax temporarily 
for the purpose of catching up with the 
State’s deficit to the teachers. 

He also favors a prorated school levy, 
such as Governor Slaton suggests. In ad- 
dition, he advocates constitutional amend- 
ments that will make local taxation for edu- 
cational purposes mandatory upon each 
county. “It is the one way, in combination 
with the other amendments,” he said yes- 
terday, “to put Georgia on a par from the 
educational point of view with other states, 
and to give both teachers and the coming 
generation a square deal.” 

What He Stands For. 

Dr. Stewart expiained that his views wére 
set forth in editorials he had written for 
The High School Quarterly, published at 
Athens, and written before present bills for 
constitutional amendments had been intro- 
duced. “I am wedded,” he said, “to no 
specific temporary levy, whether for one or 
two years, but I am wedded irrevocably to 
the principle.” 

His first editorial, that on the temporary 
levy and on the present oppression suf- 
fered by the teachers is, substantially, as 
follows: 

‘The Georgia common school system began in 

1869 in the early part of the year, while the 

taxes were not collected until the fall In this 

way for forty-five years the school system has 
been run of a credit, the teachers having to wait 
from three to eight months for their salaries. 

Many governors and legisiatures have promised 

to remedy the evil, but nothing has been done, 

and not a dollar has been paid by the state for 

the work of teachers for 1913. If the teachers 
get any pay for six months’ work, boards have 

to borrow the money or the teachers have to 

discount their vouchers 10 to 20 per cent. 

‘‘Mr. Ashley, ‘in the house last year, proposed 

a plan to put the state on a cash basis The 

bill was favored by all the leading educational 

forces of the etate, but was defeated by repre- 
sentatives of some of the smaller counties thac 
would have been most directly helped, for they 
levied no local school tax. All friends of educa- 


tion should rally this year in support of a simi- 
lar bill. The plan »roposes to submit a consti- 
tutional amendment to the people authorizing the 
levy for one year of an additional mill tax to 
be used solely for an educational school fund to 
enable the state to pay its teachers at the end 
of each month. At the end of one year the state 
would have a cash balance and the levy would 
cease.

Don't go 
back home, Mr. Legislator, and plead love for 
the schools and refuse while you have the power 
to grant the people an opportunity to right an 
old wrong.”’ 
Driving Home the Work. 
Explaining his advocacy of tite other cone 
stitutional amendments, Dr. Stewart says: 


‘When the schools have been put on a cash 
basis the work is only half done. Next the leg- 
islature should submit to the people a constitu- 
tional amendment setting aside forever as an ifn- 
violable fund 2 mills as state ald for the public 
school system of Georgia. This fund could thea 
be used no other purpose and would in- 
creas® each year with the increase of the state's 
taxable property. It would put the schoo] fund 
beyond the reach of any influence. The school 
funds could not be kited. Here would be some- 
thing definite. Along with this amendment must 
gO another. This should require each county 
board of commissionere or the ordinary to levy 
at least 1 mill tax for public school purposes 
in the county and permit them on the recom- 
mendation of the county board of education to 
levy a8 much as 5 mille for public education. 

“This amendment puts the echool finances oa 
the same basis as that for roads, bridges, jails, 
courthouses, or any other county utilities. This 
is where it is put in every other state, eo far 
as I can find, and in the European countries. 
In Florida, the state levies 1 mill and the coun- 
ties 5. with a limit of 8 mills. The Georgia plan 
proposed is more equitable. 

“Why should every little district have to vote 
independently upon the school tax question? Let 
it be settled once and for all by a general con- 
stitutional amendment, leaving to each county the 
amount to be levied beyond the minimum 1 mill. 
The two amendments would give the schools at 
least 3 mills for education, 2 from the state-at- 
large and one from each county. This would be 
a considerable increase over the present school 
fund and would insure an increase each year 
with the increase in wealth of the etate and the 
counties, and the enactment of reform tax laws. 

‘‘Gentiemen, these three constitutional amend- 
ments should be submitted to the people #0 that 
they can place their school system upon a sound 
financial basis. Will you not trust the people 
to deal justly with the children of the state?’

EUROPEAN SPINNERS ASKED TO 
MEET SOUTH’S COTTON GROWERS

Leenwarden, Holland, June 16. (Spepial.) 
Of all the countries in Continental Europe, 
Holland appears to me the most unique and 
interesting, not only from an agricultural 
standpoint, but from the viewpoint of its 
people, towns and cities. iver since the 
Dutch began the original settlement of New 
York and Manhattan Island in the sixteenth 
century to the present time, there has al- 
ways existed between the people of America 
and the government of Holland and its peo- 
ple the most cordial and friendly relations. 
The English language is spoken everywhere 
in this little country and an American is 
made to fee] almost as much at home among 
these sturdy, honest Dutchmen as when in 
his own land. 

Our subcommittee of sixteen ladies and 
gentlemen from the main body of the Ameri- 
can commission arrived at The Hague on 
the Sth inst., to be present at the three days’ 
session of the International Cotton Congress 
of Spinners and Manufacturers. We left the 
commission at Baden-Baden, Germany, and 
were styled the “cotton committee,” being 
composed entirely of representative dele- 
gates from the cotton-growing states.

The sessions of the cotton congress, at- 
tended by 350 delegates, representing prac- 
tically every cotton-spinning country in the 
world, were held on the 9th, 10th and 11th, 
at Scheveningin, a beautiful and attractive 
seaside resort on the shores of the Adriatic, 
and less than 20 minutes’ ride from The 
Hague, by the tram cars. The princip.l 
subjects of discussion during the sessions 
related to the development of the cultivation 
cotton in India and the Soudan and the 
hetter baling and handling of American cot- 
ton The British government has recently 
appropriated $15,000,000 for encouraging and 
extending the cultivation of cotton in Egypt, 
and active measures are being taken to ma- 
terially increase the acreage and production 
of cotton in India. The European spinners 
contend that they are being driven to the 
necessity of largely increasing the produc- 
tion of cotton in the old countries, because 
of the continued “disgraceful” methods em- 
ploved in the baling and delivery to them 
of American cotton and the very high fixed 
charges attached to the system 


Object to Bales. 


They object very seriously to the ragged, 
uncovered appearance of the bales, excess 
tare, country damage, artificial damp and 
waste. They claim that from Egypt, Indla 
and other cotton-growing countries the 
hales are delivered at the mills in first-class 
condition and at a minimum expense for 
handling and transportation. They assert 
that this is due to the fact that in those 
countries the cotton is carefully prepared 
for the spinners at the ginneries by gin- 
compression, that the bales are sampled be- 
fore final compression, and that when the 
hales leave the ginnery they are completely 
eovered with light, closely woven canvas 
or burlap, which must not be cut and mutila- 
ted for samples; must not be rehandled 
through large compresses, but which are 
shipped direct to destination. The American

system was severely criticised and hope ex- 
pressed that economic reforms in the method 
of baling and handling would soon be in- 
troduced and the American cotton growers 
take a modern position of progress in the 
marketing of the crop. 

Colonel Ousley, of Texas, introduced 6 
resolution calling upon ali the governments 
of Europe to join the United States in gath- 
ering monthly statistics on cotton consump- 
tion by the mills and have this informa- 
tion published through the Internationa] In- 
stitute of Agriculture, at Rome, Italy, so that 
the growers of cotton would be monthly 
posted on consumption, as the spinners are 
now posted on production through the sta- 
tistical department of the United States cen- 
sus bureau. While this resolution on con- 
Sumption and also one on better methods 
of baling and sampling could not be acted 
upon at the present session of the congress, 
owing to certain rules governing the time 
for considering all resolutions, the spinners 
openly expressed themselves in favor of 
both resolutions and assured our committee 
that they would be ptoperly considered and 
favorably passed upon. Under existing sys- 
tems, it is well-known that statistics re- 
lating to production are-carefully gathered 
by our government and promptly given to 
the public all over the world, while infor- 
mation regarding consumption is not given 
out until after the American crop has been 
sold, except the consumption by American 
mills, which has only been gathered by the 
census department for the last two years and 
applies to only about 35 per cent of the crop. 

Unless the growers are monthly advised ag 
to actual consumption throughout all the 
cotton-consuming countries, they can neither 
regulate the cotton acreage intelligently 
each year nor market the crop along busi- 
ness lines. It is now believed that within 
the next two or three years this information 
will be made accurately available, monthly, 
through the International Institute of Agri- 
culture at Rome. The European spinners also 
want cotton produced in other countries be- 
cause of the tremendous speculation in the 
American cotton crop and the constantly 
wide fluctuations in the market prices. They 
want the price to be regular and stable, nu 
matter what that price is. 

Watching the activities of the European 
spinners and the ready co-operation of thelr 
governments to aid, by large appropriations 
of money and otherwise, in the efforts to 
increase the yield of cotton in Egypt and 
India, especially, I wish to say that the 
time has come for the farmers of the south 
to bestir themselves in the matter of baling 
and marketing their cotton crop if they 
expect to maintain their present position in 
the world’s cotton supply, and find an ex- 
port outlet for the future annual increase in 
the crop. 

Invited to America. 


The invitation, which was extended by 
our committee to the spinners, inviting them 
to attend an international cotton conference 
between foreign spinners and American cot- 
ton growers in the south during the next 
twelve months, was most cordially received, 
and the executive committee of the congress, 
to whom the invitation was referred, prom- 
ised to give it their most serious attention 
and favorable consideration. 

Ninety per cent of the spinners to whom 
I talked regarding the matter wanted to 


visit the south and meet the farmers, as they . 


did at Atlanta in October, 1907. They believe 
that many of the existing obstacles in the 
way of reforming the present objectionable 
and wasteful methods in the baling, handling 
and marketing of the American cotton crop 
can be overcome by establishing closer an@ 
more direct social and trade relations with 
the American cotton growers.

Steel Trust May Pass Soon; 
Most Knocked Corporation Not 
Entirely Soulless, After Alf 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June 29.—(Special.)— 
Proceedings looking to the dissolution 
of the United States Steel corporation 
have been inaugurated by the govern- 
ment. An investigation is now under 
way in New York to decide whether 
this company violates the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and should be prose- 
cuted civilly and criminally. 

The inquiry has directed national at- 
tention both to the good and bad points 
of what has become to be known as 
the greatest corporation the world ever 
saw. Never before has so much capi- 
tal been under one management in any 
business. 

Whether {t is to be divided Into its 
component parts because it has grown 

big, or whether its size had been 
attained by means which are against 
sound public policy and in unreason- 
able restraint of trade, is soon to be 
determined. , 

Provably no other corporation has 
ever been so successful tn building up 
a foreign trade. The steel trust. sells 
its product in almost every country 
of the world. James J. Farrell reached 
the presidency of the company because 
he took hold of the selling end and 
increased its annual business by $739,- 
000,000. He deserved the title he ac- 
quired of the world’s most successful 
salesman.
